Besides the lone assassin, there 
are less courageous urderers 
who work in gangs. hether it 
is for lust, love, revengé or money, 
the gangster-murderers operate ef- 
fectively against «a victim, 
putting. him out of the way with 
little difficulty. Lynchers are of 
this type. Their activities were 
at first confined largely to the 
Southern States where many inhno- 
cent negroes were burned and 
hanged without trial or defense, 
but now “lynch law,” as it is 
called, has become an institution 
throughout the land. The lyncher 
is the most cowardly of all 
murderers because, lacking the 
courage of his convictions, he 
hides behind a mask and quells 
‘his fear by surrounding himself 
with numbers. 

The “Good Killers” who operat- 
ed in New York and the Cardi- 
nella-Campioni gang in Chicago 
are examples of murder cliques. 
According to the confessions of 
members of the organization, the 
“Good Killers” orced ignorant 
and illiterate immigrants to com- 
mit murders for which they were 
paid large sums of money. If a 
lover wanted to dispose of a hus- 
baila. if a pelitical leader wished 
to free himself from dangerous 
competition, if a Sicilian desired 


the bleod of an ancient enemy— 
these “Good Killers” always were 
ready to do the work for a com- 
mission. Nor did the New York!

“Professional Bigamists" may 
sound like a misnomer. It may not 
appear on the surface why anyone 
should g0 about the country 
marrying various women 45 a 
“profession.” However there have 
been a number of clever swindlers, 
who have played the bigamist game 
to the tune of $156,000 or $20,000 
fit r case. 
The bigamist or petty 
offender need not be discussed at 
length. As a rule he is an unin- 
teresting person who chooses to 
forget that he has another wife. 
The professionals however are 
the most fascinating of all the va- 
rious classes of criminals to study.

South Africa and in Australia as 
well. He is now 564 years of age 
and wil] spend the rest of his life 
behind ‘prison walls at Johannes- 
burg, uth Africa. 

“Lord” Cooper began his career 
by swindling women. His first vic- 
tim was his landlady at Brisbane, 
Australia, whom he bilked of $500 
by telling her that he had to make 
a trip to London to settle up his 
father’s rich estate. He was only 
22 then and served.  eceighteen 
months for his crime. After get- 
ting out of jail he took up the 
study of medicine and chemistry 
and he used this knowledge later 
on in his confidence games. 

He started his bigamous career 
at Sydney, Australia, when only 
24 years old, by marrying a 
wealthy girl there are getting $9000 
from: her. Then he went to Bris- 
bane, married a 17-year-old daugh- 
ter of a big rancher, brought her 
to the United States, robbed her of 
$20,000 and deserted her in New 
York. He was arrested in Phil- 
adelphia charged with forging a 
draft for $50,000 on a London 
bank but was not convicted. After 
a few minor swindles he fled to 
Canada where he operated gam- 
bling games in lumber camps. 

“Lord” Harry heard that a pas- 
tor in Toronto, Can., was ill. The 
swindler-bigamist-forger secured 
false credentials, got the preach- 
er’s job, made himself solid in 
Toronto and married the daughter 
of a wealthy parishioner. This girl 
he deserted in Chicago, after fleec- 
ing her out of $20,000. In Chicago 
he repeated his “landlady swindle” 
game and got $2000. 

In San Francisco the bigamist 
eloped with two other women, 
marrying neither and later estab- 
lished a medical practice through 
the use of forged certificates. Ar- 
rested for having counterfeit dies 
in his on, he was sent to 
Ban Quentin penitentiary for three 
years and while there planned to 
murder the warden. He was placed 
in solitary confinement for many 
months. 

After his release, “Lord” Harry 
operated as a fake physician, se- 
cured $10,600 from a San Francisco 
bank 6n a forged draft and induced 
a girl to flee East with him. He 
was caught and given ten years in 
San Quentin. 

Instead of prison being a disad- 
vantage to him, he made it an as- 
set. In the prison he met a 
wealthy lady welfare worker who 
listened to his tale and was s0 
charmed that she married him and 
gecured his freedom. He deserted 
her, getting $20,000. In Oakland he 
picked up a fifth wife, put over an- 
other $15,000 bank draft swindle 
and.fled to London. There he was 
recognized in a fashionable hotel 
by an American and fled to South 
Africa where he was given eight- 


of $5000. 
On his release he started a

and fied to Australia, after de- 
frauding another bank. He was 
captured and is now serving his 
sentence.

TRAITORS 

A traitor is one who betrays his 
country. 

Most famous of all traitors in the 
American mind is Benedict Arnold. 
At the mention of the word the 
memory of Arnold’s name and deed 
flashes before the mind as a 
synonym. 

But for the capture of Maj. 
Jehn Andre, Arnold would have 
surrendered West Point to the 
British in 1780, striking a death 
blow at the American public. 

Yet before he became a traitor, 


een months for fleecing a bank a 


of children in mines and factories, 
by paying starvation wages and 
forcing workers into a life of 
crime or by sabotage and the en- 
couragement of armed revolt. 

In astnudy of criminology the 
traitor does not play an tmportant 
part, there being very few persons 
who could be convicted of this 
crime under the laws of the land. 

Yet it is doubtful whether Bene- 
dict Arnold wad more of a traitor 
to his country than powerful per- 
sons of today who block every 
attempt at solving the all-impor- 
tant problems of " poverty 
and education. 


PROFTTEERS 

The profiteer is the least be 
and the most tolerated of all 
crooks. 

Being rich and powerful and in 
@ position of trust, the profiteer is 
all the more despicable for taking 
advantage of his immunities. 

A profiteer is @ person who 
charges exorbitant prices for «4 
commodity. He is a userer of the 
worst sort. He does infinitely 
more damage to society than does 
the ordinary robber or thief, be- 
cauge he promotes class feeling, 
produces poverty and starvation 
among the poor, destroys patriot- 
ism, encourages criminality by ex- 
ample and eats away the very 
foundations upon which civilization 
rests. 

The combined corporations in 
the United States earned net prof- 
its of $4,800,000,000 more per year 
during 1916-18 than for the three 
years previous, according to such 
a conservative authority as the 
New York Times. 

The Federal Trade Commission 
reports indicate that during the 
war period the unscrupulous 
heads of certain predatory inter- 
ests Jumped their profits on capital 
stock from 8&8 per cent to 23 per 
cent. The steel trust made a bil- 
lion of profits in three years. The 
canned-salmon profiteers in 1916- 
17 made 52 per cent on their in- 
rvestments. Newsprint prices to the 
smnall publisher skyrocketed from 
$40 to $180 a ton without rhyme 
or reason. Sugar prices went up 
150 per cent, while the increase 
in meat prices from 1914 to 1918, 
inclusive, was twenty-five times the 
total labor cost. ‘ 

According to the commission's 
reports the average cost of pro- 
ducing coal is from $1.76 to $3.41 
a ton at the mine, yet the consum- 
er is paying prices ranging up to 
$16 and $29. 

Food prices from 1918 jumped 
58 per cént. The wages of the 
unign-labor employees went up but 
30 per cent. The Federal govern- 

nt figures show that shoes which 
brought $2.71 in 1914 were sold 
for $12.75 im 1929. . 

Innumerable examples of the 
most flagrant profiteering could be 
given if it were necessary, but on 
the account booke of every family 
are statistics which require no aug- 
mentation. 

The protiteer in many instances 
is a respected citizen in his com- 
munity, where his name may not 
be coupled directly with the high 
costs, He masquerades as a pa- 
triotic American citizen, takes part 
in all celebrations of thie kind. 
makes speeches upholding the 
same Constitution that he is trying 
to tear to pieces in his private 
practices and, it may be truthfully. 
said, deludes himself into thinking 
that he is indged an honest man. 

In common h every other 
criminal he believes that the world 
oweg him a living and a very fat 
one, at that. He has the typical 
“crook” complexes.. If attacked 
he feels that he is being greatly 
injured. He defends his own po- 
sition much as the yerg or pick- 
pocket does by pleading expedi- 
ency. The unbounded egotism and 
selfishness that makes a swindler 


Arnold was noted for his glorious 
deeds in behalf of the American 
forces for which he had been made, 
a major-general, and had it not 
been for jealousy and dissension, 
he would not have committed 
treason, 

As it was, he was rewarded in 
money but became an object of 
contempt in England where he 
went to live. 

No less traitorous than this how- 


out of one man causes the oppor- 
tunist to turn profiteer. 

To show to what criminal ends 
the profiteer will go in defending 
his untenable tion I will quote 
from a report of the Federal Trade 
Commission on certain industry, 
made to the President of the 
United States: 

“The commission had to meet 
deliberate falsification of returns 
properly required under legal au- 
thority: we had to meet. schools 


ever was the conduct of. certain 
persons during the recent World 
War. Not only did individuals in 
the United States try to sell out 
their country to the enemy, but 
they preyed upon it from within 
to such an extent as to bring about 
a discontent and unrest among the 
people that still prevails. 

The war profiteer was an ex- 
cellent example of a traitor to the 
‘country. While thousands of his 
fellow-men were overseas giving 
their lives for the land they loved, 
he fatted upon their misfortune, 


object is always the same—to get/ 


draining them of their resources 
through high prices, stealing and 
gouging and robbing at every 
hand. 

The traitorous conduct of certain 
men in high places who did not 
hesitate to steal from the govern- 
ment, and thus give aid and com- 
fort to the enemy, consitutes a 
hideous record unsurpassed in the 
annals of any country. 

Many of these traitors were in- 
spired by a desire to see the enemy 
win the war, while others were 
prompted only by their own greed. 

Since wars today are won or lost 
in the counting houses of a nation, 
anyone who robs a country in time 
of strife is committing an act of 
treason just as much as if he killed 
a soldier or sank a boat. 

The war profiteers, who through 
their gouging methods helped to 
undermine the efficiency of the 
American Army and Navy, will go 
down in history as the Benedict 
Arnolds of the World War. 

America has been fortunate in 
having but few traitors in her lisi 
of immortals. A man may rack his 
brain’ and still recall no name but 
that of Arnold. 

Traitorous conduct is a crime 
which no man and no nation can 


for witnesses Where employees 
were coached in anticipation of 
their being called to testify in an 
investigation ordered by you (the 
President) and the Congress of the 
United States: we.had to meet a 
situation created by the destruc- 
tion of letters and documents vital 
to this investigation: we had to 
meet a conspiracy in the prepara- 
tion of answers to the lawful in- 
quiries of the commission.” 

A volume could be written on 
the subject of the profiteer. Ap- 
parently he is here to stay for a 
long time, surrounded by the safe- 
guards of his wealth and unmen- 
aced by any serious force. 


GRAFTERS 

A grafter, in the accepted sense 
of the word, is one who takes ad- 
vantage of a position of public 
trust to extort money, secure bribes 
and misappropriate public funds. 

ere are great grafters who 
deal in millions and who sell a 
State, city or county government 
to vested interest at a fixed price, 
and there are petty grafters who 
are content with stealing a few 
dollars. 


‘The United States ippi 
Board graft was the 
supercriminal. Charles W. M 
New York banker, financier and 
ex-convict, who was indicted to- 
gether with -‘twenty others for 
swindles conducted in connection 
with an alleged $40,000,000 econ- 
cern through which they are said 
to have secured millions from the 
govefnment. ‘According to the in- 
dictments th men secured mon- 
ey in vast sums from the United 
States under pretext of using it for 
shipbuilding, only to turn it to 
their personal use and profit.

According to this attorney, the 
clerk of the court, Who was 
crooked also, went over the jury 
venire and picked out the known 
“acduitters” and erookd jurymn, 
in case of course an acquittal was 
desired. The names of all these 
“acquitters” and crookéd jurymen, 
paper, were placed in the jury box 
oose. The other names were 
wrapped around with a rubber 
band, Thus, when the clerk placed 
his hand in the box to draw out a 
namg, he simply shoved the bound 
list of names aside and picked out 
the loose ones. Thus; if the “boss’’ 
had sold an acquittal to some 
crook for $500 or $1000, his min- 
ions could deliver it. After the jury 
had been selected it was an easy 
matter for the clerk to slip the 
band off, leaving no trace of his 
knavery. 
The instances of are 60 
numerous and the ramifications ex- 
tend .into so many cities that to 
discuss the subject thoroughly 
would require volumes. 
The great grafter is generally a 
business or professional man who 
is highly respected in his commu- 
nity and who has a strong person- 
ality that makes him a leader of 
menivand a master of slavish tools. 
He may be a boss who sells public 
offices for money or favors, or. he 
may | be a governmental official 
whe;violates his oath of office by 
selling certain privileges or ex- 
emptions to criminals and preda- 
tory interests. 
Petty grafters are even more nu- 
merous and equally offensive and 
derogatory to good government 
and good morals. 
The policeman who takes $5 or 
$10 from the “bootleg joint;:” the 
building inspector who will place 
his stamp of approval on unsafe 
specifications; the election official 
who stuffs ballot boxes; the Coun- 
cilman who allows himself to be 
subsidized by a. pat on the’ back 
and a cigar from the representa- 
tive of some big interest: the 
superintendent of construction 
who owes his job to the good will 
of the concrete trust; the pur- 
chasing agent, who has 4 “friend” 
in business—and scores of others 
are examples of the petty grefter. 
The petty grafter is of lower 
mentality and social standing than 


the great: grafter and. being 
a “piker,” his “price” is much 


less. He also is a respected citizen 
aS”°a rule and is vot considered as 
a criminal by his friends and 
neighbors who know of his nefar- 
ious transactions, 

By some peculiar quirk in thé 
American mentality, the grafter 
who steals $100,000 or more an- 
nually from the public is arded 
a8 a public benefactor while the 
highway robber who takes $10 
from a pedestrian is adjudged the 
veriest of scoundrels.

Incredible as it may seem, the 
police departments of scores of 
cities in the United States at one 
‘time or another have extended 
“protection” to criminals. 

As a rule the protection consist- 
ed of a pact between an under- 
world boss and a high police offi- 
clal by which the police agreed 


they vommitted all their depreda- 
tions outside the city limits. 

In one Western city a saloon- 
keeper named Jake Wool and the 


tectia of Police worked the “pro- 


tection game" for some 
Every professional criminal who 
came into town Knew that he must 
report at once to Jake and secure 
permission to operate out of the 
place. Wool had a reputation 
among crooks as a “square snoot- 
ter.” He did not - exact money 
from them but was content with 
taking as his reward whatever 
they spent over his bar and in his 
gambling house. Burglars, conti- 
dence men, pickpockets, thieves 
and yeggs all came to recosnize 
Wool as the Czar of Crookdom in 
this place. They took their loot 
to him to put into his safe. 
deposited their money with him, 
and when they were arrested in 
other towns he raised money for 
their defense, hired lawyers for 
them, intimidated witnesses and 
secured acquittals through his far 
reaching political. power. The 
crooks who loafed around his plave 
all contributed “fall money” for 
their unlucky brethren. 

Wool had a compact with. the 
Chief of Police. No outlaw could 
onerate in the Chief's town. On 
the other hand the Chief was to 
pay no attention to requests from 
other cities asking him to arrest 
Wool's men. And it must be said 
that Wool kept the faith. When 
a pickpocket or a burglar, for in- 
stance, kicked over the traces and 
began operating tn the restriced 
area, Wool found out who he was 
and had him arrested. Such a 
person was quickly and effectively 
bundled off to -prison for his te- 
merity in bucking the “crime 
trust.” 

This city became famous’ as a 
hangout for confidence men in 


years.

In an Ohio city all criminals 
were required to report to police 
headquarters. If. they reperted 
and received insiructions as ‘to 
where they could opérate, 
were not molested.’ [ft is said of 
this place that at one time crooks 
actually went to the office of the 
Chief there and laughingly des- 
cribed “tricks” that they had 
“turned” tm adjoining towns. as 
long as the criminals did not rob 
homes and merchants ip the pro- 
tected zone, they were never ar- 
rested. 


This city became so notorious as 
a crook hangout that it was known 
all over the United Siates in police 
circles*as such. The authorities in 
a parts of the-country experi- 
en the greatest ‘difficulty in ob- 
taining the arrest even of murder- 
ers and assassins there. When the 
Cleveland police wanted to make 
an arrest in this city, they sent 
their own détectives to locate the 
criminal. The Cleveland officers 
then held him in, UJegal detinue 
until another Cleveland detective 
could secure a warrant and bring 
along a “home town” policeman to 


serve it. But Cleveland was about 
the only cHy that could obtain 
action there. 


Today conditions are § entirely 

changed in this city which once 
was so corrupt. 
. A tenderloin capitalist, a saloon- 
keeper and a crooked bail bond 
broker in another city formed a 
triumvirate which afforded harbor 
for rangs.of outlaws. 

All of these men had political 
influence and they pooled this 


when it was worth while. They 
dealt only with big crooks. If a 
first class “peterman” was 


“clocked” for “kicking in” a safe. 
the bail-bond broker immediately 
secured his release on ball and 
then a defense was framed. Wom.- 
en were procured who- would 
swear to an alibi. Witnesses were 
intimidated. Private detectives 
were hired to shadow witnesses 
for the prosecution and to “frame” 
them if necessary. Quite often 
these detectives would find that 
the prospective witness was violat- 
ing the law himself in some minor 
way, such as by making home 
brew or by unlawful cohabitation. 
If not, they “framed” him with a 
woman, “sprung” the  eutraged 
husband on him and forced him 
to skip out. Sometimes they cave

The J Problem 
LOS Nov. 27.—[To 


the Editor of The es:] Many 
years ago the people of California 
thought the presence of Japanese 
| farmers in the State was a menace 
and voted on and passed the 
Alien Land Law. Since that time 
California has undergone a great 
change and so have Japanese. The 
northern part of the State was 
then the main theater of activity; 
but since then the southern part 
with Los Angeles as its leader has 
been forging to the foreground 
and now represents what Cali- 
fornia is to the Miind of the peo- 
ple of the whole United States 
this tremendour progress of 
Southern California, agriculture 
has no less contributed than oil 
or cinema or any other business; 
and in installing agriculture on a 
solid basis Japanese have done 
mere than their share. So many 
people now think if the law enacted 
against Japanese many years ago 
was not too severe; but while 
they are thus thinking, the law 
is being enforced with all its sev- 
erity to its limit, and is causing 
poor, defenseless Japanese farm- 
ers suffering. 
farmers thought that

The observations of trained 
financiers and economists who 
have been visiting the Hawalian 
Islands with the Chamber of Com- 
merce excursion are interesting 
and important to Los Angeles, 
which ig reaching out for an in- 
creasing share of the island trade. 


The viewpoint of Lewis E. Bliss, 
vice-president of the California 
Bank, is presented herewith: 

“I find that in a general way the 
merchants, banks and general 
business houses on the islands are 
enjoying progperous times and a 
profitable business. In my inter- 
views they all seemed to be inter- 
ested in talking to Los .Angeles 
people and the good which was 
coming by the interchange of busi- 
ness and trade relations between 
Los ‘Angeles merchants and manu- 
facturers and the islands. 

“In the past few years Los An- 
geles har been substantially in- 
creasing her merchandising busi- 
ness with them, but they still com- 
plain that our merchants and busi- 
ness men either do not understand 
them or do not give the same at- 
tion to them that they receive from 
other Coast cities. As near as I 
could determine, San Francisco and 
the bay. cities have about 60 per 
cent of the business; Seattle, 80 
= oe and Los Angeles, 10 per 

cen 

“In order to gain a better pres- 
tige in the islands it will be neces- 
sary for us to learn to put up a 
better package and carry out all 
the details necessary for ocean 
shipping. Los. Angeles merchants 
and manufacturers will also have 
to absorb in their prices the trans- 
portation charges between their 
places of business and the dock at 
the Los Angeles Harbor. Other 
Coast cities have no such charge 
and they see no reason why they 
should pay that premium to do 
business with us. Many of our 
merchants and mhnufacturers who 
have catered to their trade have 
made substantial progress. Busi- 
ness has been quite largely con- 
trolied by a few large factors by a 
combination of financial houses, 
shipping interests, etc., but there 
are springing up independent con- 
cerns, not connected with the old 
regime, who are anxious to do 
business with Los Angeles and to 
whom our best services and efforts 
should be directed. 

“The islands 'are receiving a 
substantial tourist trade, profitable 
prices for their sugar and pine- 


apple, and, as near as I could de- 
termine, they are all in good 
financial condition. They esti- 


mate this year that the sugar pro- 
ductionw will exceed $20,000,000;

000,000, and they look forward in 
a very few years to a point where 
the pineapple industry may ex- 
ceed the income of the sugar in- 
dustry.
